Dear Mr. Dulles: 

The Ohio State University presents annually a Summer Program on international 
affairs, one of the most important of our enterprises in the social sciences. Each 
Summer Program is focused on a particular area or region. Previous Programs have 
dealt with the Far East, the Middle East, Latin America and Africa and we are 
concentrating on the Soviet Union for the Summer of 1959. In previous Programs 
we have offered five or six academic courses on the foreign area, and have 
arranged a series of public lectures, art exhibits, film showings, and other 
events. The enclosed brochure will give you an idea of some of our plans for the 
Summer Program on the Soviet Union. Since the Programs are attended by regular 
students, high school and college teachers, journalists and other citizens of 
Ohio and the Mid-West, we feel the Programs make a modest contribution to 
American understanding of international problems. 

It is in connection with our public lecture series which we regard as a 
particularly significant feature of our Summer Programs that I write to you. I 
am extending an invitation to you to participate in our Summer Program on the 
Soviet Union and to deliver one of the public lectures. We are able to offer 
you an honorarium of $500.00 and to provide accommodations for you while you are 
here; travel expenses, however, would be borne by you. 

The precise subject of your address must, of course, be of your own choosing. 
Perhaps you have an address in your files, other than the widely publicized New 
Orleans speech, which could easily be adapted for this purpose. It may be help- 
ful in selecting a subject for you to know that we have already arranged for the 
following public lectures* Hanson Baldwin, a comparison of the Soviet and 
American military positions;* Professor John Turkevichyon Soviet Science; Professor 
Gleb Struve, on Pasternak and Dr. Zhivago. 

In terms of our own plans, the best possible dates for an address by you would 
be July 2, 9, or 16. If these dates are inconvenient for any reason, we would be 
glad to try to arrange your address for some other date satisfactory to you. The 
lectures are scheduled for 8:00 P.M. in an air-conditioned auditorium on the campus 
with a seating capacity of 500. Admission to them is free and they are attended 
by students, university faculty and residents of Columbus and vicinity. 

I am hopeful that you will find it possible to accept this invitation. As we 
need to complete our plans for the Summer Program on the Soviet Union almost 
immediately, I should very much appreciate a reply from you by telephone or by 
telegram.
